be required to arrange his plans 
to conform to the eventual 
straightening of Essex st. with 
Elm st., thus some day creating a 
different kind of corner than now 
exists on that side of Main st. 

Parking, Mr. Hall feels, is not 
at odds at all. Even though the 
Planning Board consultants don’t 
believe parking can be developed 
by individuals, and the Urban 
Renewal plan calls for this, Mr. 
Hall sees no conflict. He thinks 
the over-all parking plan for the 
central project area will give in- 
dividual developers enough flexibi- 
lity, so that the end result is the 
type of parking that is proposed, 
while individuals are not hampered 
in their development projects. 

The consultants to the Planning 
Board have expressed the opinion 
that each individual developer can 
not provide parking in the ratio 
required under Urban Renewal, 
But, they argue, the town could 
do so, as a single developer. One 
store might not have the desired 
ratio, they explain, while another

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capacity. Thus the over-all re- 
sult would conform to the re- 
quirements. 

Mr. Hall feels that this can be 
accomplished without municipal 
involvement in the preparation and 
control of a parking facility. 

As far as the town hall is 
concerned, there appears to bea 
basic issue to be met. 

The Planning Board consultants 
recommend that it be located at 
the present Musgrove building site, 
and advance several reasons for 


this. i 


The structure would act as a 
barrier, beyond which commercial 
development might not proceed; 
that it can be seen best from all 
the approaches to the downtown 
area; that placing it on the other 
side of the square opens up too 
much commercial area. 

On the other hand, Mr. Hall 
points out that changing the loca- 
tion of the municipal structure now 
will call for a complete re~pre- 
sentation of the plan to the federal 
authorities. This results because 
there would be alterations in the 
proposed costs ~- lessening the 
commercial section, fewer credits 
for the town, less income from 
real estate taxes, etc.

In fact, the programs are de- 
signed to allow 95 percent correct 
answers = this gives a positive 
approach to the subject, makes 
learning a pleasure, not a threat.

Let’s Get Organized 


Local officials should have their own version of a 
summit meeting this summer, to come to an agreement on 
Urban Renewal. 

It’s urgent that this be done, for interested voters will 
want to know where there elected and appointed officials 
stand on this vital subject. 

And at the moment, no one knows. 

Admittedly, all officials want plenty of time to study 
all of the facts, the wealth of. material now available on 
the subject. But it’s getting close to the time now, when. 
facts can be finalized into firm decision. 

One of the reasons why this has not previously been 
done, of course, is the relatively recent presentation of 
the complete renewal plan. 

But it goes even farther than that. 

There now is a suggested plan for the entire area, 
including the central Urban Renewal area, presented by 
the Planning Board consultants. And also virtually in 
hand is a preliminary study and plan by a third set of 
consultants, prepared for the Co-Op. 

If past performance is any criteria, these plans will 
result in further confusion, more bewilderment on the 
part of the voters. Town officials, instead of studying the 
plans jointly, will wait to see what other boards and 
agencies are doing and thinking. This prolongs the doubt 
and uncertainty. 

What’s needed is a meeting of the responsible boards, 
or their representatives. Such a meeting should result in a 
plan that can be presented as the most workable solution 
to the problem — a plan that can at least be understood 
by everyone. 

If this is not done, we can expect something like this 
to happen: 

The Planning Board and Housing Authority will meet 
and agree on a compromise solution, or agree to disagree; 
then the compromise they announce will be scrutinized by 
the Selectmen, and there will be further revisions sug- 
gested or recommendations made; then the process will 
be repeated, as all of the officials try to iron out their 
differences. 

How much simpler it would be to have all of the respon- 
sible people at one meeting, when all of the suggestions 
could be considered at once, without delay and repetition. 

It shouldn’t be so very difficult to get this type of co- 
operation from our officials, should it? 


Hard On Piaystead 


One of the obvious by-products of the circus which 
visited the town last weekend is the destruction done at 
the site. 

It’s obvious that big tents can not be put up without 
digging into the playstead; animals, trucks, trailers and 
humans can not reside at the site without doing physical 
damage to the real estate. 

The town spends quite a bit of money every year on 
playstead maintenance — it’s kind of a waste to then 
allow the type of activity that tears up the sod and other- 
wise defeats the purpose of the expenditures. Consider- 
able thought should be given to any future requests for 
use of that specific site. 

And while we’re on the subject of the circus, we 
shouldn’t stop before giving the police club a pat on the 
back for the orderly manner in which the affair was 
handled, and for their generosity in bringing bus loads of 
children from two area orphanages to the big top. 


Suspicion Is Warranted 


The Selectmen used excellent judgment in putting off 
a decision on supplying the state Division of Waterways 
with $1,500 for further engineering on Rogers Brook. 

After all these years of planning and engineering, with 
the attending thousands of dollars in fees to the Duffill 
Associates, it does seem absurd to spend still more 
money, and with the same engineering firm. 

It is the town’s right to know why this is necessary — 
not to be simply told that it is, without explanation.
